Common Law, vs. The Code of Honor. 


A cause, tried -in the Court of Common 
Pleas, affords us a pleasing opportunity of con- 
trasting the conduct of professional warriors 
with that of civilian’, where what is called 
“the point of honor” is concerned, 

In by-gone days such a thing was impossi- 
ble. No matter how grievous might have been 
the offender's yuilt, no matter how blameless 
the offended party, he had no option but to 
meet his adversary in the field. ‘The admoni- 
tions of religion, the suggestions of prudence 
and right reason, were all thrown away. If 
the professional duellist, or social bully, could 
not in strictness be said to have the opinien of 
the world with him, at least the man wom he 
had aflronted or attacked without provocation 
wus well-nigh banished from society if he did 
not offer Rimself as a mark to his opponent's 
pistol. ‘There were indeed instances in former 
times where men have displayed such saint-like 
heroism as to refuse the combat even when 
the consequences were so terrible as we have 
deseribed ; but the instances were rare indeed. 
lt was not until within the last ten or fifteen 
vears that the views of society upon this mat- 
ter can be said to have undergone any effec- 
tive change. Now-o-’days, let a man have 
right on his side, and he ean afford to smile at 
the efforts of an unmannerly assailant to en- 
ridge him in personal conflict. Indeed, some 
instances of private feud, which have lately 
been carried to extremity, would seem to show 
that the heroism of one century has beeome 
the bombast of the next. 

Causes of offence will arise, and it is pro- 
bably well in such cases to eall for the inter-

Correspondence from the Mines. 

Yankee Jims, Placer Co. Aug. 30th, 1853. 
Mr. Epiror:—I wrote you a line from 
Auburn, on my way to this upper fegion. I re-| 
sume my story. We, a stage load of us left Au-| 


was now a large open wagon with leather bot- 
tomed sents, and low hard backs to them; not 
made to be leaned against, but only to keep 
one from sitting on the lap of the next neighbor 
in the rear. We were whirled along up the 
ridge a few miles, and then came suddenly 
upon te descent down to the North Fork of the 
American River, where the hills are hills, and 
the scenery begins to be fine. 

The road is a new one, madeby the Au- 
burn and North Fork Road Company, and 
cesta vast sum of money. When at the top 
of the hill it seems impossible for a loaded 
vehicle to get down it saieiy. You may ride if 
‘you wish. You plunge along, twist, turn, chain 
wheels, apply the brake, sit up to the right 
then to the left, und finally are at the bottom, 
and can see sky by looking directly upward. 
A tine wooden bridge spans the bed of the 
stream. Above and below the bridge the miners 
are at Work in the very channel where the wa- 
ters ran only a few days ugo. They are now 
flowing through races and flumes into which 
they are turned by dams, so that the old beds 
are dry enough to be worked for their glittering 
ore. 

At the bridge the driver hinted that if we 
ever reached the opposite height we must use 
our own muscles. So, asthe writer is never 
behind when he can get ahead, he started alone 
and took the lead up the tortuous path. It was 
in the very heat of the day. There was no 
breeze. When he reached the“. rizzly Bear”, 
at the end of a long mile and a halt, there was 
no need of water to soak him, nor cf sectional 
sympathies to attach him to * free soil’, 

We were now on the top of the “ divide” be- 
tween the North and Middle Forks. This di- 
vide is trom three to ten miles in breadth, spread- 
ing out into fine table lands here and there, 
and sometimes gullied to the very centre by

It does not, however, follow because the 
claimant's title was imperfect that we must ne- 
cessarily decline to contirm it. The authority 
of this commission, by the 8th section of the 
Act under which it was constituted, extends to 
all claims to lands in California, * made by vir- 
tue of any right or title derived from the Spanish 
or Mexican Governments,’ and consegently em- 
braces incomplete rights and titles as well as 
those which had been fully consummated. In- 
deed, the leading object of constituting this 
commission, so fur as the interest of claimants 
was concerned, was, as I conceive, to act upon 
titles of an incomplete and imperfect character. 

The Commissivners here cnter upon an argu- 
ment to show that it devolves upon the Board 
to deterinine upon the justice and propriety, in 
case of incomplete titles, of relinquishing to 
the claimant on the part of the United States, 
any such remaining interest in the land, as 
would probably have passed to the claimant, if 
he had continued under the Mexican Govern- 
ment: and supports his argument by reference 
to the Treaty ; to decisions and precedents in the 
Supreme Court, U. S.; to the practice of similar 
Boards of Commissioners in Louisiana and Flori- 
da; and the action of Congress thereupon.—

In regard to the condition which requires the | 
building of a house within a year, we think | 
the proof shows that it has been complied 
with. 

‘Judicial possession of the land does not ap- 
pear to have been given; the proof, however, 
is that such judicial possession was solicited by | 
the claimant of Capt. John A. Sutter, in the! 
spring of 1843—that Capte Sutter was at that | 
time, and ever after, while the Mexican Gov-| 
ernment was acknowledged in California, the 
only officer, within the district in which the 
land was situated, who was authorized to give 
such possession, and that he neglected to give 
it in consequence of the distance of the land 
(about 150 miles) from his residence, and his 
constant public duties, growing principally out 
of the unsettled state of political ailiirs in the 
Territory. 

The words of the grant in relation to the ju- 
dicial possession are these :— 

“The land which has been granted is of the 
extent of which mention is made. The Judge 
who shall give the possession shall cause it to 
be measured according to ordinance, and the 
overplus which may result shall remain to the 
nation for its convenicnt uses.” 

There is nothing in this language which pro- 
perly entitles it to the name of a condition. It 
requires nothing to be done by its grantee, but 
is only instructive and directory to the officer 
who may perform the service of giving such pos- 
session. It would be a perversion of language to 
hold that this simple direction to the officer in 
regard to the e of performing a duty in 
which the grantee is not alluded to, should be 
construed into an absolute requirement of him, 
for the nonperformance of which his grant 
should become forfeited. Forfeitures are not 
favored either by the civil law or in equity, 
and there does not appear to be anything in the 
terms of this grant which should inflict so ex- 
treme a penalty on the grantee for the mere 
failure of the officer to give such possession. 

From the testimony it would seem that the 

ntee had done all that could be done on his 
part to obtain such possession. A few months 
after the grant he sought to obtain such posses- 
sion from the only officer having authority to 
give it within the district in which the land was 
situated, who, for reasons beyond the control of 
the claimant, neglected to give it during the 
continuance of the Mexican authority in the 
territory. It is difficult to perceive what more 
could required of the grantec, upon the

It would certainly be a strange sort 
of equity that should allow us to disregard the 

lain demands of justice, and sanction a palpa- 
le violation of the faith of the nation, 

On the whole, we are of opinion that in ac- 
cordance “with the treaty of Guadalupe Hi- 
dalgo, the law of nateons, the laws, usages and 
customs of the government from which the 
claim is derived, the principles of equity ‘and 
the decisions of the Supreme Court of the Uni- 
ted States,” the claim of Pearson B. Readin 
ought to be confirmed. The entry of a fina 
decree will be reserved to a future day.

AGRICULTURE . 
Osage Orange Hedges. 

The Maclura aurantica, or Osage Orange 
tree, is found in portions of upper ‘Texas, Ar- 
kansas, northern Louisiana, and the southern 
portion of the Indian territory, in a native 
state; and, in point of appearance, closely re- 
sembles the orange tree. It bears a large and 
beautiful fruit, which is remarkably tempting 
in appearance, but it is perfectly useless for 
man and beast. The foliage somewhat resem- 
bles that of the peach, but of a richer-and 
more transparent green, and, in many respeets, 
it may be ranked among the most splendid *of 
the forest trees. Its growth is uncommonly 
prolific, so much: so, that on a rich vegetable 
soil, it will throw out branches varying from 
three to ten feet, in a single season. 
growtli is so rapid, whilst the plants are young, 
that it matures its wood imperfectly ; so muc 
so, indeed, that in the centre of each stalk of 
young growth, a pith is formed, closely resem- 
bling that of elder. Yet this influence does 
not extend beyond the second year’s growth, 
and ag;the wood perfects itself, it becomes 
nearly as hard as lignum-vite, and is as incor- 
ruptible as the cedar. In its native clime, it 
ordinarily makes a growth of fifty feet in 
height; and, when grown separately as stand- 
ard trees, will girt at maturity from eight to 
ten feet, four feet from the ground. Saw logs 
three feet in diameter, are frequently cut from 
this tree along the valleys of the Osage river; 
and the wood, though difficult to saw into lum- 
ber, and work with edge tools, is highly prized, 
from the fact that it not only makes a beauti- 
ful quality of furniture, but will take the high- 
est and most perfect polish and finish. Among 
the other peculiarities of this splendid tree, its 
limbs are densely covered with thorns, so sharp 
that no animal can safely come in contact 
with its foliage; and owing to this peculiar 
quality, it has recently been introduced as a 
hedging plant, and the adaptation and manage- 
ment of which, demands a somewhat critical 
notice at this particular crisis. 

Being pretty thoroughly acquainted with the 
management of the English hawthorn. for 
hedging purposes, which is known to be a 
dwarf or shrub, it was natural to look upon the 
introduction of a large class of forest trees for 
a hedging plant, with doubtful forebodings ; 
and the more we investigated the subject, the 
more convinced we became, that those who 
planted largely for fencing purposes, would 
ultimately have reason to regret it. | ‘The ob- 
jections frequently urged on our part, against 
the Osage orange hedge, are clearly indicated 
-in the description given of the habits and char- 
acter of the plant, at the head of this article ; 
and althongh disposed to condemn the whole 
mania as a modern humbug, yet the impor 
tance of introducing a successful system of 
hedging became so apparent, from the great 
scarcity of fencing timber in many of the old- 
est states, and on the western prairies, that we 
were inclined, against our supposed better 
judgment, to look favorably upon a movement, 
that would either prove to be a great curse or 
a blessing to the agricultural community. ‘The 
rapid and enormous growth ef the tree; its 
tendency to throw off lateral branches in near- 
ly a horizontal direction; the unsoundness of 
| the wood at its heart, the large expense that 
would have to be incurred in keeping the hedge 
|in‘proper shape and limits; the aptitade of the 
plant to form a standard tree, in spite of the 
numerous trimmings and prunings that may be 
employed, to convert it into a dwarf; and the 
natural. tendency of the lower limbs and 
branches to-decay, are among the prominent 
reasons that prompted us to look coolly on at 
the movement for extending the propagation of 
the Maclura for hedging purposes. The beauty 
of the plant, and its powers of resistance for 
fencing, aside from our apprehensions of its 
ultimate: failure, prompt us to acknowledge 
that we are daily becoming more hopeful that 
the ardent friends of the speculation, may re- 
alise their most ganguine expectations. En- 
tertaining none but the most kindly feelings 
toward one who are engaged in the propaga- 
tion and sale of Osage Orange plants; we shall 
without further criticising their qualities, take a 
more practical view of the subject. 

The seed is gathered mostly by the Indians, 
in northern Texas and the Indian territories, 
and with much, difficulty and expense is sep- 
arated from the pulpy parts of the fruit; and 
its value ranges from $20 to $40 per bushel. 
Its appearance resembles cucumber seed, and 
a quart of sound seed will produce five thou- 
sand plants. ‘These plants of one year old, 
command a price ranging from $5 to $10 per 
one thousand, which will plant nearly one mile 
of fence, placing the plants a foot apart in the. 
rows, or a half a mile if planted in a double 
row six inches asunder, and a foot between 
each plant in the row, making them alternate, 
‘so that plants will be only six inches from each 
éther, in the direct line. Double rows f

averaging two feet in height. The for

has been done as late as 
the 10th of June with admirable success. The 
hedge row, previous to setting out the plants, 
should be bronght into a high state of cultiva- 
tion by frequent plowings and harrowings, and 
a neat furrow may be made with the plow in 
the exact line where it is intended to plant the 
hedge. ‘The planting may then commence, 
and by placing the plant along perpendicularly 
against the furrows, the plow may again be 


employed in covering~ the roots, and in the}. 
hands of an expert workman, the work may be | P* 


as perfectly done as if the spade alone were 
used. ‘The first yéar the ouly thing requisite 
to be done, saa be to keep down the weeds 
by working the land some three feet each side 
of the row with a plow and cultivator, for the 
pose of subduing weeds and grass, and 
ringing the soil into a perfect state of tilth, so 
as to secure a luxuriant and rapid growth. 
Some adopt the plan of heading down the 
plants even with the surface, the first season 
they are removed to the hedge row, and when 
this is done, they push forth a stunted growth, 
and the object sought for is not so perfeetly 
attained, as if they were left unmolested till 
the spring of the second year. 

The great thing to be accomplished in rear- 
ing an Osage Orange hedge, is to get a thrifty 
growth near the ground, and this may to a cer- 
tainty be obtained by cutting down the plant 
the second year, before the leaves make their 
appearance in the spring, quite even with the 
ground, and by covering the stabs with about 
two inches of finely. pulverised vegetable 
mould, each plant will send forth some six or 
eight shoots, which, in an average of cases, 
will attain four feet in height during the suc- 
ceeding summer. The third year, a sharp 
pruning hook may be used to head it down 
some thirty inches from the ground, and the 
foarth year the hedge will form a perfect pro- 
tection against all kinds of stock, and even the 
smallest bird cannot pass through it without 
risking its life. In a wood country, where 
land is valuable, and timber is of but little con- 
sequence, the hedge may be trimmed every 
spring for the purpose of keeping it in proper 
limits, and in fact it appears absolutely neces. 
sary to attend closely to this matter where the 
farm is divided into fields of from ten to twenty 
acres each. ‘The method of planting, trim- 
ming, cultivating, and heading down, may be 
varied to suit the taste and convenience of the 
owner of the hedge; and the one here advert- 
ed to, is adapted for those who may engage 
extensively in the business. Each cultivator 
has plans and views of his own; but the sys- 
tem here recomended will be found to answer 
all practical purposes, and will be considerably 
cheaper than the common plans in use. 

There can now be no question, but that the 
Maclura will answer an admirable purpose for 
hedging on the extensive prairies of @he west; 
and if it should so turn out that it would not 
bear the requisite prunings, timbered 
country, yet on this account it should not be 
rejected on extensive prairies. It would be 
no objection, but rather an advantage to the 
prairie farmer, if the hedge grew thirty feet in 
height. A hedye of this kind, if made to grow 
thick at the bottom, will not only prevent the 
possibility of every description of animals that 
would do damage to the crops, from passing 
though or over it, but it would have a salutary 
influence in protecting the crops of grain and 
grasses, and vegetables, from raking winds 
and storms, and in an especial manner would 
it relieve a prairie country from its frightfully 
monotonous appearance. When allowed to 
grow some twenty-five to thirty feet in height, 
the timber would become very valuable for 
posts and other purposes, and if cut down 
close to the ground, so that the stumps may be 
covered with fine mould to protect them from 
the sun, a prodigiously thick growth would 
spring up, which would form a perfect hedge 
the second year. ‘The plant being tap-rooted, 
to a remarkable degree, no danger need be 
apprehended of its epreeding over the ground 
like the locust, cotton-wood, and other varie- 
ties of forest trees, that are noted for their 
rapid growth and early maturity. In conse- 
quence of this habit, may bé attributed the ex- 
traordinary tenacity of life which peculiarly 
stamps the character of this tree. Indeed, in 
planting a hundred thousand young trees, 
there is no necessity of calculating one in a 
thousand to fail in growing, and on this ac- 
count a perfect uniformity in the appearance 
of the hedge fay be kept up, and defective 
spots will rarely occur.
